EARLY CHINESE RECORDS 

The Chinese cylinders we 
discussed last month (APM, 
Jan., p. 3) were also found 
listed in an Edison Cylinder 
Catalog for April 1, 1906, 
although we haven't yet de- 
termined the actual recording 
date. We have also learned 
that Victor issued in 1903 a 
series of flush- label Monarch 
Discs in Chinese. You' 11 never 
guess the color of the label- 
el low! 



Perhaps because the phonograph was a "sudden” inven- 
tion, its impact was very visible in the newspapers and 
magazines of 1877 - 78. But in a way, it was an invention 
without a recognizable need, and its strongest appeal was 
in its novelty and appeal to the imagination. Tinfoil pho- 
nographs were made by several American and European manu- 
facturers, but were primarily leased to exhibitors, and 
only a few were sold at $10.00 each. As a result, one does 
not see general ads selling phonographs in this early 
period, although brochures and pamphlets existed. Quite a 
bit of technical improvement was required before the pho- 
nograph became associated with business, and then finally 
with entertainment. 

Ironically, the first ad I have seen featuring a tin- 
foil phonograph was used to sell something else - clothing 
irons! The cartoon ad on page 3 appeared in the June 1st, 
1878 issue of Frank Leslie's Illustrated Weekly and heral- 
ded the sale of 1000 sad irons to Russia. It is definitely 
an ad with nationalistic overtones, for it is Uncle Sam 
who cranks out the message to a somewhat startled Russian 
Czar. The ad would have us believe, of course, that he is 
more startled about the news of Mrs. Potts' shipment than 
by a voice coming from a machine! Indeed, the ad seems to 
look upon the phonograph more like a telephone. (It might 
make an interesting study to look through the newspapers 
and magazines of this early period for cartoons and ads on 
the phonograph to see how people in the U. S. regarded its 
invention; another interesting project would be to make a 
survey, country by country, of when and how the first 
phonograph appeared in each . ) . 

Not until the mid-90's did the phonograph manufacturers 
really gear their product for home use. As a result, one 
begins to find ads in general publications for the first 
time advertising to sell phonographs. As the phonograph 
became a popular entertainment device, it was itself used 
to sell other products. Above is pictured an early cigar 
box label, featuring of all things, an Edison Concert Pho- 
nograph! The slogan below it seems to refer both to the 
machine as well as the cigars. This particular label is a

printer’s proof copy, and I have no way of knowing for sure 
if it went into general production. The lithographer is 
identified as George Schlegel, 138-40 Centre St., N. Y. If 
any reader knows if EDS0NIA CIGARS really existed, please 
let us know. Despite the dropped ”i”, it surely seems like 
an infringement on Edison's good name! 

In the late 90' s and early 1900 f s, the records them- 
selves were used in automatic devices to entertain as well 
as advertise local products. The Edison Company soon pro- 
duced a black-wax cylinder for use in showrooms which 
proclaimed the virtues of an Edison phonograph, and Colum- 
bia later made discs which advertised themselves. Eventual- 
ly, products began to appear in the songs themselves: The 
Beer That Made Milwaukee Famous , Under the Anheuser Bush , 
and The Little Ford Rambled Right Along are only a few. It 
was a crafty publicist who knew how to boost his client in 
the days before radio and TV! 

With the rapid growth of phonograph and record parlors 
the shops themselves had to advertise. Of course, many of 
the larger shops had their own catalogs printed, but there 
were novelty items as well. An interesting example is the 
deck of playing cards advertising Schwegler Bros, of Buf- 
falo, N. Y. as a Victor outlet. Unfortunately, from a col- 
lector's point of view, all the cards have the same design. 
I have also seen pin-holders, advertising mirrors, record 
brushes, cloth banners and metal signs, jigsaw puzzles, 
savings banks, needle tins, etc. By and large, they are 
colorful and attractively designed, and when arranged with 
the old phonographs, add variety to any modem collection. 
So, if you're in an antique shop, don't leave just because 
they don't have the machines or records - look for phono- 
graph advertising too! 
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An unusual example of adver- 
tising playing card (Original 
printed in blue ink by The 
Western Press of Chicago) . 
Has anyone seen these with 
different designs or brands?

HAWAIIAN MUSIC AGAIN 

Concerning D.Y.'s question 
(APM, Jan. 1973, p. 4) about 
early recorded Hawaiian Music 
Jim Walsh writes: "The first 

such record I have come across 
is single-faced Victor #4401, 
on which Arthur Pryor's Band 
played the Hawaiian National 
Air, "Hawaii Ponoi." (1905, 
but without Hawaiian instru- 
ments). The Victor Numerical 
Catalog contained 54 Hawaiian 
Selections , single - faced, 

(15000-15053) , the majority 
of which are by W. S . Ellis 
and the Ellis Brothers Glee 
Club. These were intended for 
the Hawaiian Is lands, not the 
U.S. In July 1913, Victor 
issued 12 double-faced discs 
in the 65000 series by the 
Hawaiian Quintet which had 
been appearing in the "Bird 
of Paradise" Company. One of 
the featured soloists was E. 
K. Rose, also called Prince 
Lei Lani." A look at Jim 
Smart's book on Sousa also 
reveals a "Sousa" recording 
for 1911 entitled Aloha Oe, 
#17035 (10"). And Paul Charosh 



RARE FILMS OF EDISON AND THE PHONOGRAPH 

While old phonographs do appear occasionally in modern 
films (My Fair Lady and Cabaret , for example), and Edison 
has been immortalized by Spencer Tracy and Mickey Rooney, 
we should also be on the lookout for original films from 
the turn of the century. The first two descriptions which 
follow are taken from an 1898 film catalog of F.Z. Maguire, 
N.Y., and the second two from a 1909 motion picture catalog 
of the Chicago Projecting Co. 

"Mr. Edison at work in his Chemical Laboratory. This 
film is remarkable in several respects. In the first place 
it is full life size. Secondly, it is the only accurate 
recent portrait of the great inventor. The scene is an ac- 
tual one, showing Mr. Edison in working dress, engaged in 
an interesting chemical experiment in his great laboratory. 
There is sufficient movement to lead the spectator through 
the several processes of mixing, pouring, testing, etc., as 
if he were side by side with the principal. The lights and 
shadows are vivid, and the apparatus and other accessories 
complete a startling picture that will appeal to every be- 
holder. 50 feet only. New. $10.00." 

"Edison Laboratory. Showing the front of Mr. Edison's 
laboratory, boys playing, trolley cars passing and porter 
sprinkling street. Sure to interest the public." (50' , $10) 

"His Master's Voice (M) . It is hardly necessary to 
describe this film, as the subject is known all over the 
world. Our picture shows a Talking Machine through which 
the Master's Voice calls a little dog. We see the dog 
puzzled, jumping up to the machine and running around the 
room until he gets angry, takes hold of the horn, and 
breaks up the whole machine. Length 80 feet. Price, $8.80. " 

"His Master's Breath (N). This film is the counterpart 
of the film His Master's Voice. We first see the master 
indulging in a few glasses of whiskey, and he puts a fun- 
nel upon the bottle to inhale the fumes of the drink. He 
then leaves the room while the dog enters. The dog, jumping 
upon the table, smells what he thinks is his master's 
breath, coming out of the whiskey bottle. The breath, how- 
ever, is too strong, and we see the dog lying dead upon the 
table. A very funny film which in connection with the film 
His Master's Voice will make a big hit wherever exhibited. 
Length 80 feet. Price.. $8.80." 
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Columbia artists etched their 
signatures in this way. Colum- 
bia's 10" Nation's Forum disc 
by General Pershing was 'auto- 
graphed' in the same fashion, 
and reproduced in quantity as 
a mechanical facsimile. (P.C. )

BOOK REVIEW 

One of the last original Edison dealers died on Novem- 
ber 23, 1971, and with him an era ended. Clarence Ferguson 
of Merrill, Wisconsin, had been associated with the 
Edison Company since 1907 and lived through many of the 
changes in the phonograph industry that are now almost an- 
cient history to us. Luckily, one of his many friends, Leo 
kimmett of Pueblo, Colorado, corresponded with Mr. Ferguson 
for several years and in 1968 tape-recorded a long conver- 
sation with him. The results were preserved by Mr. Kimmett 
and a well-organized type-script is now available to all 
collectors in the form of an attractive 26-page, 5V by 8*s" 
booklet entitled The Edison Phonograph Company and Related 
Opinions of Clarence A. Ferguson . 

The questions put to Mr. Ferguson fall into several 
categories, including Records and Recording, Phonograph 
Repairing, The Edison Plant, Recording Artists and Mis- 
cellaneous Information. How many of us knew what it ac- 
tually cost Edison to manufacture a two-minute cylinder? 
Or who made the early announcements? Or about the connec- 
tion between Columbia and Busy Bee? Or why some Indestruc- 
tible Cylinders are light blue? Or the actual dimensions 
of Edison mainsprings? Or why Edward M. Favor would rather 
record for Edison at $50.00 than Victor for $150.00? Or 
Edison's reaction to radio? It's all here, and more! 

Mr. Ferguson was in his 70 's when the interview took 
place, and his memory was quite good. Some small details 
should be corrected though: for example, Edison began sup- 
plying morning glory horns to his phonographs, not in 1908 
but as of September 16, 1907. The Globe Record Company, or- 
ganized by J.J. Fisher, was located in New York not Boston. 
And the Amberola I (or 200 as it is sometimes called) was 
not introduced in 1911, but in 1909. 

Mr. Kimmett is to be thanked by all collectors for 
making the memories of Clarence Ferguson live for us today.

Just in time for Edison's birthday, the Edison National 
Historic Site has issued a handsome 16-page booklet en- 
titled Edison’s Fabulous Phonograph. Measuring 8" by 8", it 
contains several early sketches by Edison on the develop- 
ment of the phonograph, numerous photos of him and his 
staff, and a brief history of the first years. Amazingly, 
the booklet also contains a record on flexible plastic of 
the voices of Edison, Taft, Bryan, Stanley, Barnum, Roose- 
velt and Shackleton! These are generally well-recorded by 
the Edison Re-recording Laboratory at Syracuse, N.Y. 13210 
and will play on any modern 33 1/3 rpm machine. 

Bryan's Cross of Gold Speech is labelled 1896, but 
Bryan made no record then, so this rendition is clearly 
many years later. (The actual source of all these voices 
should have been listed). Also, the sketch by J. E. Kelly 
of Edison cannot possibly refer to 1877, as the flywheel 
is clearly visible. On page 5, it is stated that Edison 
took a later, improved phonograph to the Scientific Amer- 
ican Offices, but actually, Edison took the very first 
model, on the day after he invented it! The photo of Edison 
on page 6 is attributed to Mathew Brady, but more likely 
was made by his nephew. Levin C. Handy. 

Details aside, this booklet is worth every penny of 
the $1.25 ppd. price, and readers are advised to order be- 
fore supplies give out.

If any readers flip through 
back copies of this publica- 
tion, beware of the articles 
by George List - they are 
terribly confused (1958-59). 
See also Read § Welch, From 
Tinfoil to Stereo, pp. 420-421, 
and the Journal of American 
Ethnology and Archaeology, 
1908, pp. 26-29. A modern 
authority on the subject is 
Bob Carneal of the Library of 
Congress Music Archives, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 20540. Although 
genuine folk music was not 
commercially feasible, Edison 
made an attempt with his Blue 
Amberol #2451, "Navajo Indian 
Songs," by Geoffrey O'Hara, 
(1915). This is a very inter- 
esting record, but is diffi- 
cult to find now. By the way,
